medi told a news conference the 
toll of Monday night's two hours 
of wild shooting was eight killed 
and 15 wounded. He said the dead 
numbered 
five 
Europeans 
and 
three "Moslem soldiers," and the 
wounded included eight Europeans 
and seven Moslems. 
As Mohammedi spoke to report­ 
ers, several shots rang out in the 
nearby Rue d'lsly, in the heart 
of the downtown European sec­ 
tion. First reports said one wom­ 
an was wounded. 
But Algerian soldiers immedi 
ately cordoned off the area and 
started searching European-occu­ 
pied apartm ent buildings. 
Other 
soldiers stood on the sidewalks 
watching the apartment balconies. 
The incident was so brief that 
traffic was not even halted. It 
never 
took 
on 
the 
“ return-to- 
terror” aspect of Monday night’s 
wild shooting when Moslem sol­ 
diers and auxiliary police fired at 
random at European - occupied 
buildings and hotels. 
The shootings seemed to reflect 
the tension that has been build­ 
ing up in the power struggle be­ 
tween Prem ier Ben Youseff, Ben 
Khedda and dissident Vice Pre­ 
mier Ahmed Ben Bella. The pro­

Ben Khedda, virtually has 
capi­ 
tulated to the Ben Bella forces 
in

surprise 
move that 
may 
settle things 
peaceably between 
the factions.

Benton made a three-point state­ 
ment today to The D esert Sun 
emphasizing that the Angel View 
closing was because of lack of 
operating funds. The board presi­ 
dent explained that closing would 
be necessary even if auxiliaries 
which have withheld funds pending 
resolution of a dispute over an 11- 
point recommendation, should re­ 
lease the funds this week.

The President whose television I 
audience was estim ated at up to 
100 million persons said the Unit­ 
ed States would be reluctant to 
carry out another series of nu­ 
clear tests. 
He said the current U.S. tests 
were due to Russia’s breach of 
the m oratorium last fall and said 
the new Soviet tests would have 
to be analyzed to

are very reluctant to test. 
“We will not test again unless 
we are forced to or unless our

Charles Luckman and Associates 
staff, includes four m ajor changes 
from the previous presentations: 
—The convention center — de­ 
signed fo r 1,000 people, but not 
slated as a fixed seat facility —is 
moved from the south to the north 
side of the proposed eight-story ho­ 
tel: 
—The hotel itself is moved 50 
feet to 80 feet north from the ad­ 
jacent property on the south de­ 
pending on the final alignment of 
A ndreis Road, proposed to enter 
from the east;

the square-m ile a re a on Pierson 
from W est to V erb en a and on Palm 
from 8th to H acienda. 
Jo h n Kean, ac tin g d irecto r of the 
local park and recreatio n d istrict, 
w hose organization has been asked 
10 purchase 
th e tre es say s 
that 
his b oard will not take any action 
until it has a statem e n t in w rit­ 
ing from Ihe co u n try counsel's of­ 
fice 
stating th a t it is legal 
for 


it to do »o. 
At an open m eeting called by 
the ch am b er of com m erce. K ean 
told R iverside County R oad Com­ 
m issioner A. C. K eith and A ssist­ 
ant C ounty Counsel J a m e s R. An­ 
gelí that he had been told b y a 
deputy in the county counsel’s of­ 
fice th at the p ark b o ard could not 
legally plant trees along Pierson 
because the county ow ned the land. 
Angelí differed w ith K ean s ta t­ 
ing that in his opinion the county 
could give an en croachm ent p e r­ 
m it to the p ark board. Angelí also 
stated that in his opinion the cost 
of installing and m aintaining lights

M eanw hile Al Horton, president 
of the cham ber, gave an estim ated 
breakdow n of the costs of planting 
the one-half m ile of trees as $9.000. 
Of this am ount, he said, the local 
w ater board had agreed to install 
w ater m eters for $2.000 at no extra 
cost to the taxpaver. The purchase 


price of the trees had been e s ti­ 
m ated at $3.000 and the cost of the 
installation of lighs at $4,000.

Yankus did not grow the wheat for sale but 
to feed bis several thousand chickens, but that 
m ade no difference. He had planted more 
than his allotment of wheat acreage and Un­ 
de Sam put the screw's on him. 
“Down at Lake Village, Ark. . . . James 
Weir's 944-acre farm was sold at govern­ 
ment auction for $60.000. Mr. Weir grows rice 
and is in hock to the government for more 
than $27,000 in penalties. He paid $8,900

shorts, plaid sport shirts and red pullovers, 
parade the aisles. The effect, as well as the 
reaction, was startling. 
Also from Connecticut, comes a dispatch 
which might be of value to some of our Cali­ 
fornia politicians in this summer of campaign­ 
ing.

WASHINGTON - Prejudice 
and moral persuasion which are 
a part rjf the columnist's equip­ 
ment, are here to stay but they 
will never replace shoe leather 
reporting.

Right People at Each Stop 
These two entries head Ed­ 
ward M. Kennedy's campaign 
itinerary for July 10. 1962. The 
•eatly-typed schedule, w h i c h 
lists twenty-seven stops for the 
Senatori si candidate to make, is 
prepared in advance and distri­ 
buted to the advance men so 
that the right people will be on 
hand to greet Kennedy at each 
atop.These sheets and the super­ 
efficient political machine that 
produced them raises the ques­ 
tion: How can anybody beat a 
Kennedy in Massachusetts? 
Attorney General Edward J. 
McCormack, Jr., thinks he can 
do it. Seated in his big leather 
chair, with his feet on his desk in 
hii State House office under the 
gold dome of the State Capitol, 
he looks relaxed and confident. 
He says Massachusetts people 
resent the "outside influence” 
brought to bear to elect Ted Ken­ 
nedy. He disputes Ted's claim 
that he could do more for Massa­ 
chusetts if elected, saying that 
¡he State has not benefitted sub- 
stanially from having Jack Ken­ 
nedy >n he White House. He 
says Tad Kennedy doesn't know 
\lassachosett.s' problems because 
He hasn’t really lived in Massa­ 
chusetts. He says that all three 
Kennedy brothers and their wives 
u-se<l * one-bedroom apart­ 


ment. 122 Bowdoin Street in 
Boston for their legal residences 
in Massachusetts, but doubts 
that any of them have spent 
much time the-e. 
McCormack's confidence comes 
from his previous success in two 
state-wide elections. He w a s 
elected Attorney General in 1958 
with an 82,000 plurality and re­ 
elected in 1960 with a 430,000 
plurality. He has the advantage 
of running for office while hold­ 
ing office. 
The Kennedy victory at the 
Democratic State Convention he 
dismisses as a mere triumph of 
wire pullers. 
Besides the mass of the peo- 
pie, McCormack claims, “ninety 
per cent of the intellectuals of 
this state are with me." He says 
his record on civil rights and in 
other fields, coupled with Ted's 
lack of qualifications, has swung 
this group to his side and cites 
Harvard Professor Mark De- 
Wolfe Howe's letter attacking 
Kennedy as evidence of support 
of "the academic community.” 
But to a reporter who visited 
Ted Kennedy's headquarters and 
talked to his supporters. McCor­ 
mack's chances do not appear 
good. The Kennedy manner and 
the often-tested Kennedy election 
techniques still probably prevail 
in the September 18th primaries, 
although it is still early in the 
campaign and most people in 
Massachusetts are more interest­ 
ed in barbecuing steak in the 
hack yard or going to the 
beach than the Democratic Pri­ 
maries for Senator. 
The Kennedy technique is not 
new or revolutionary. It consists 
of the greatest possible exposure 
of the candidate to the people, 
careful planning, the use of the 
most modern equipment, and 
lots of Kennedy money. E a c h 
itinerary includes a number of 
"house parties,” where coffee 
and cookies are served. The can­ 
didate pays a brief visit with 
his attractive wife, Joan, shakes 
hands with the dozen or more 
ladies present and darts off to 
the next one. The schedule may 
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include as many as nine after­ 
noon stops. This technique w as 
used effectively by Jack Kenne­ 
dy in his 1958 Senatorial elec­ 
tion, which was managed by 
Ted. It combines snob appeal 
and the greatest possible expo­ 
sure of the candidate to women 
voters. 
Many Kennedy Workers 
It is hard to say exactly how 
many workers Kennedy has. At 
the downtown Boston Kennedy 
Headquarters. 160 T r e m o n t 
Street, Ed Martin, Ted's Press 
Secretary, admitted he had ' ten 
girls, about four men. plus three 
college students" on the pay roll. 
He also has advance men, who 
get paid only for the gas they use 
driving about the State preparing 
the way for Ted. This staff 
seems rather large for such an 
early stage of the campaign. 
(McCormack says he only has 
two paid campaign workers.) 
Martin is a reporter from the 
Boston Herald on leave of ab­ 
sence. Harold E. Clancy, former 
editor of the Boston Traveler and 
now a lawer, reportedly is a 
Kennedy "consultant." In addi­ 
tion, numerous Kennedy cousins 
and in-laws help out in the cam­ 
paign at various times and plac­ 
es. Ted has his own photograph­ 
er, a Harvard student from the 
Harvard Crimson. 
Both Ted Kennedy and Edward 
McCormack support the New 
Frontier program. They agree on 
most issues of foreign and domes­ 
tic policy. This leaves McCor­ 
mack with the issue of T e d ’s 
lack of qualifications, an issue 
that doesn’t cut too deeply as 
both men are relatively youthful. 
Ted may lack qualifications, but 
he certainly doesn’t lack politi­ 
cal experience. He managed his 
brother's

campaign and was campaign co­ 
ordinator in the western states 
in the 1960 presidential campaign 
He is smooth, polished, athletic 
and a Kennedy. It is much too 
early to be certain, but Ted 
looks like a winner.
